Transportation

lic and separate school boards sign 
an with « bus company 
or private individual to transport 
their children to a high school. It 
is difficult to obtain the co-oper- 
ation of every achool board; conse- 
quently many children are neglec- 
ted. Thus it would be more satis- 
factory to have a high school dis- 
trictdefined and to arrange for the 
high school board to furnish free 
tranportation for all rural pupils 
within the district.
